TRUST  FUNDS. 


Herewith  is  a  statement  of  trust  funds  now  in  our  posses- 
sion and  the  disposition  which  has  been  made  of  the  same. 

THE  COL.  THOMAS  NESMITH  FUND. 

One  thousand  dollars  was  given  to  the  town  and  six  per 
cent,  interest  to  be  paid  annually  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  Nesmith  Library.  It  is  invested  in  the  Town  of 
Windham.    This  fund  was  given  in  May,  1871. 

GEORGE  WILSON  FUND. 

One  thousand  dollars  was  given  to  the  town,  and  the  in- 
come to  be  expended  in  beautifying  and  fertilizing  the  cem- 
etery on  the  hill.  It  is  deposited  in  the  Mechanics  Bank, 
Nashua.  This  fund  was  given  Jan.  21st,  1893.  In  about 
three  months  after  the  deposit  was  made  the  bank  was  put 
into  the  hands  of  a  receiver.  The  bank  has  paid  two  divi- 
dends of  fifteen  per  cent,  each,  the  balance  still  remaining 
in  the  bank,  with  prospect  of  a  small  dividend  in  the  future. 
Mr.  Wilson  kindly  supplements  his  gift  by  sending  his  check 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  make  good  to  the  town  the  possi- 
ble loss  on  the  deposit.  It  is  invested  in  the  Town  of  Wind- 
ham.   This  check  was  received  in  May,  1896. 

DORA  HASELTINE  FUND. 

Five  hundred  dollars  was  given  to  the  town,  and  six  per 
cent,  interest  to  be  paid  annually  in  the  care  of  the  cemetery 
on  the  plain.  It  is  invested  in  the  Town  of  Windham.  This 
fund  was  given  in  May,  1896. 
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ARMSTRONG  MEMORIAL  FUND. 

One  thousand  dollars  was  given  to  the  town  by  George 
W.  Armstrong.  The  income  is  to  be  used  in  and  about  the 
"Armstrong  Memorial  Building." 

This  fund  was  invested  soon  after  received  in  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Pullman  Car  Compay.  Quarterly  dividends  of 
ten  dollars  each  have  since  been  received.  A  report  of  the 
use  of  these  dividends  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the 
treasurer  of  the  Library  Trustees.

The  School  Board  for  the  year  1900  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report : 

Teachers  employed  for  the  Spring  term  were  as  follows  :

5.  Miss  Mary  A.  Bowers  of  Nashua. 

6.  Miss  Ethel  A.  Richardson  of  Windham. 
Schools  commenced  April  16,  and  continued  11  weeks. 

Some  of  the  No.  7  scholars  were  carried  to  No.  1  school, 
and  the  others  went  to  Kilrea  school  in  Derry  during  the 
year. 

All  the  teachers  were  qualified  to  give  instructions  in  the 
various  branches  taught,  and  had  the  happy  faculty  of  main- 
taining good  order  in  a  very  quiet  manner.  The  frequent 
visits  by  the  Board  and  the  closing  examinations  afforded 
good  evidence  of  very  commendable  advancement. 

At  the  close  of  the  Spring  term  several  of  the  older  and 
more  advanced  pupils  retired  from  our  schools,  and  in  the 
Fall  entered  other  schools  of  higher  grade.  Bertha  Dins- 
more  went  to  Lawrence,  Bessie  Emerson,  Mildred  and  Ethel 
Starratt,  Irene  and  Elizabeth  Gross,  and  Bernard  Love  en- 
tered Pinkerton  Academy,  Derry. 

We  thought  best  in  the  Fall  to  reduce  the  number  of 
schools  to  four.    Teachers  employed  : 
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No.  i    Miss  Jennie  F.  Lowe. 

4.  Miss  Eva  Grace  Robinson. 

5.  Miss  Mary  A.  Bowers. 

6.  Miss  Ethel  A.  Richardson. 

No.  2  and  No.  3  scholars  were  carried  to  No.  6.  By 
uniting  the  three  schools  we  saved  the  expense  of  two 
teachers,  two  janitors,  and  wood  for  two  fires,  which  would 
have  been  more  than  double  what  it  cost  to  transport  the 
scholars. 

The  Fall  term  was  fifteen  weeks  long,  not  including  the 
fund  schools.  The  results  in  each  school  were  satisfactory 
to  the  board. 

Parents  :  The  proper  education  of  your  children  is  the 
most  important  and  responsible  trust  committed  to  your  care. 
It  is  very  gratifying  to  learn  from  the  registers  that  so  many 
parents  and  other  friends  of  education  visit  our  schools  during 
the  terms  and  at  the  close.  In  this  way  you  encourage 
teacher  and  scholars.  You  should  see  that  nothing  but  act- 
ual sickness  or  unavoidable  necessity  keeps  your  children 
from  the  schoolroom  for  a  single  school  session.  Teachers 
are  expected  to  be  at  the  schoolroom  in  good  season,  and 
why  should  not  all  the  pupils  be  present  when  the  bell  rings? 

Friday,  Oct.  5,  was  observed  as  a  public  "School  Day" 
at  the  Town  Hall.  The  different  schools  gave  various  reci- 
tations and  class  exercises  in  the  forenoon,  and  in  the  after- 
noon Channing  Folsom,  State  Superintendent,  gave  an 
address  on  educational  matters,  followed  by  remarks  by 
Mrs.  Mary  C.  Berry  of  Pelham.  We  believe  it  is  well  to  ob- 
serve one  day  annually  with  similar  exercises.  In  this  way 
schools  get  better  acquainted,  and  the  interest  in  our  schools 
will  be  stimulated. 

Music,  drawing  and  oral  instruction  in  physiology  re- 
ceived considerable  attention  in  most  of  our  schools  the  past 
year.

Second  Annual  Report 

OF  THE 

ANTIQUAEIAN  COMMITTEE. 


We  are  glad  to  report  a  good  beginning  made  in  the  work 
of  preserving  and  rendering  accessible  articles  of  historic  in- 
terest. This  we  believe  to  be  a  valuable  service  to  the  pres- 
ent and  the  future.  The  collection  is  in  four  divisions,  as 
shown  below,  and  further  contributions  to  each  are  hereby 
solicited. 

I.  At  a  cost  well  within  the  town's  appropriation  we  have 
placed  in  the  reading  room  of  the  library  building  a  suitable 
cabinet  and  arranged  therein  over  forty  labeled  articles,  all 
of  which  are  of  local  historical  significance,  being  connected 
with  old  families  and  old  times  in  Windham.  A  list  of  a 
few  of  these  articles  will  show  the  value  of  this  collection 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  antiquary  : 

Plate  brought  from  Ireland  by  John  A.  Moore's  immigrant  ancestors. 

Flax  comb  of  Park  family,  marked  1766,  probably  brought  over  from 
Ireland. 

Inkstand  used  in  Revolutionary  times  and  supposed  to  have  been 
brought  from  Ireland  oy  the  first  Davidsons. 

Bible  printed  1698,  owned  by  Elder  Robert  Park,  and  containing  his 
family  records. 

Almanac  of  1759,  containing  written  memorandum  of  the  taking  of 
"Quebeck"  in  September  of  that  year. 

Razor  case  brought  as  a  trophy  from  the  battle  of  Bennington  by  Sam- 
uel Morrison. 

Sampler  worked  by  Alice  Park  in  1789. 

"Forma  Sacra1'  and  "Bath-Kol,"  books  published  by  Rev.  Simon 
Williams. 

Bonnets  seventy  and  dolls  sixty  years  old. 
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II.  We  have  arranged  in  a  large  scrap  book,  for  con- 
venient examination,  a  large  number  of  ancient  documents 
relating  to  the  town,  among  them  deeds  to  first  settlers,  auto- 
graphs of  immigrants  and  early  inhabitants,  etc.  More  than 
25  of  these  papers  are  over  100  years  old,  and  several  are 
more  than  150.    Among  them  are  : 

Deed  to  Henry  Campbell,  the  first  Campbell  settler.  1733. 
Letter  of  recommendation  brought  from  Ireland  by  Maroaret  Adams 
1733. 

Act  of  incorporation  of  the  town.  1742. 
First  deed  of  Esty  farm.  1747. 
Indenture  to  first  Davidson  settler.  1749. 
Plan  of  the  town.  1795. 

Autograph  of  Robert  Dinsmoor,  the  "Rustic  Bard."  1798. 
Ode  written  for  Fourth  of  July  celebration.  1825. 
Hymn  written  for  dedication  of  church  1835. 

III.  In  the  stack  room  we  have  a  shelf  for  old  books. 
Here,  besides  the  remaining  books  of  the  early  circulating 
libraries  spoken  of  in  our  previous  report,  we  have  placed 
over  thirty  miscellaneous  antique  and  curious  books,  several 
of  them  containing  the  names  of  early  owners.  Some  of 
these  books  were  printed  as  early  as  1734,  1744,  1764,  etc. 
A  list  and  brief  description  of  these  books  can  be  seen  at  the 
library,  and  the  books  themselves  examined  by  any  interested. 

IV.  For  antiquarian  articles  of  large  size  or  of  little 
beauty  we  have  a  case  of  shelves  in  one  corner  of  the  base- 
ment. Here  are  preserved,  awaiting  a  better  place,  many 
articles  illustrating  the  life  of  our  ancestors.  When  by 
some  means  an  entire  room  can  be  provided  for  the  purpose, 
Windham  can  have  a  fine  antiquarian  collection. 

There  are  persons  who  think  that  these  matters  are  of 
small  consequence.  A  little  reflection  upon  the  great  and 
rapid  changes  in  the  customs  of  domestic  and  industrial  life 
that  have  been  and  are  going  on,  will  convince  such  that 
many  articles,  now  considered  hardly  worth  preservation, 
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will  surely  be,  a  few  generations  hence,  not"  only  objects  of 
curiosity,  but  of  great  significance  and  value  educationally. 
History  is  no  longer  simply  a  record  of  wars  and  kings. 
The  ordinary  life  of  the  common  people  constitutes  a  large 
share  in  the  real  history  of  any  nation,  and  all  objects  which 
illustrate  and  make  vivid  the  conditions  and  customs  of  that 
life  in  past  generations  are  of  value  and  will  be  increasingly 
prized.  A  foot  stove,  a  hatchet,  a  New  England  Primer, 
may  be  significant  to  the  student  of  history  as  the  accession 
of  a  ruler  or  the  exact  date  of  a  battle. 

Often  in  our  solicitation  of  relics  we  hear  such  a  remark 
as  this:  "That  is  a  very  old  article,  but  I  don't  know  its 
history  ;  Aunt  Betsey  could  have  told."  When  the  date  and 
facts  associated  with  a  relic  are  lost,  half  its  interest  is  gone. 
We  would  urge  all  who  have  historic  articles  which  they 
prize  and  wish  to  keep,  to  label  them  with  all  dates  and  facts 
known,  that  such  knowledge  may  be  preserved  to  the  future.

TRUST  FUNDS. 


Herewith  is  a  statement  of  the  Trust  Funds  in  possession 
of  the  town  and  the  disposition  made  of  the  same  : 

THE   COL.    THOMAS  NESMITH  FUND. 

One  thousand  dollars  was  given  to  the  town  by  Mr.  Nes- 
mith  in  May,  1871.  This  fund  is  invested  in  the  Town  of 
Windham,  and  six  per  cent,  interest  is  paid  annually  for  the 
purchase  of  books  for  the  Nesmith  Library. 

GEORGE   WILSON  FUND. 

One  thousand  dollars  was  given  to  the  town  by  .Mr.  Wil- 
son, Jan.  21,  1893,  the  income  to  be  used  in  beautifying  and 
fertilizing  the  cemetery  on  the  hill.  The  fund  was  deposited 
in  the  Mechanics  Bank  of  Nashua.  In  about  three  months 
after  the  deposit  was  made  the  bank  was  put  into  the  hands 
of  a  receiver.  Two  dividends  of  15  per  cent,  each  and  one 
of  ten  per  cent,  have  since  been  paid  by  the  bank,  the  bal- 
ance still  remaining,  with  prospect  of  another  small  dividend 
in  the  future. 

Mr.  Wilson  kindly  supplemented  his  gift  by  sending  a 
check  in  May,  1896,  for  five  hundred  dollars,  to  make  good 
to  the  town  the  possible  loss  on  the  deposit.  This  $500  is 
invested  in  the  Town  of  Windham. 

DORA  HASELTINE  FUND. 

Five  hundred  dollars  was  given  to  the  town  in  May,  1896, 
by  Dora  Haseltine,  and  six  per  cent,  interest  to  be  paid  an- 
nually for  the  care  of  the  "Cemetery  on  the  Plain."  It  is  in- 
vested in  the  Town  of  Windham. 
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ARMSTRONG   MEMORIAL  FtJND. 

One  thousand  dollars  was  given  to  the  town  in  1899  by 
George  W.  Armstrong.  The  income  to  be  used  in  and 
about  the  Armstrong  Memorial  building. 

This  fund  was  invested  in  five  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Pullman  Car  Company.  Quarterly  dividends  of  ten 
dollars  each  have  since  been  received.  A  report  of  the  use 
of  these  dividends  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees.

Ten  per  cent,  of  the  Wilson  Fund,  $101.25  has  been  paid  by 
Mechanics  Savings  Bank  and  deposited  in  Manchester  Savings  Bank, 
leaving  $607.51  still  in  Mechanics  Savings  Bank. 

The  cemeteries  were  placed  in  the  care  of  Louis  D.  Call,  who 
performed  the  duties  of  the  position  in  a  commendable  manner.  In 
the  early  autumn  Mr.  Call  accepted  a  business  situation  in  Boston,  and 
resigned.  Since  that  time  we  have  not  had  a  regularly  appointed 
Sexton.  After  a  neglect  of  trust  of  several  years  duration,  the  trustees 
of  the  Dora  Haseltine  Fund  fulfilled  the  conditions  upon  which  the 
fund  was  given,  and  the  David  Armstrong  burial  lot  was  put  in  a  tidy 
condition.  The  trustees  also  voted  to  repair  the  wall  on  the  highway, 
from  income  of  the  Dora  Haseltine  fund.  There  is  cause  for  this 
question  to  arise.  Does  building  or  repairing  wall  around  the  Town's 
property  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  trust?  It  is  our  duty  to  be 
faithful  to  the  trusts  reposed  in  us  by  dear  ones  gone,  and  not  selfishly 
appropriate  their  gifts  for  our  own  benefit.    The  trustees  deferred 


28 


decision  in  regard  to  further  use  of  the  income  of  Dora  Haseltine  Fund 
until  early  winter.  At  this  time  it  $as  decided  to  grade  Avenue  No. 
4,  and  contract  was  made  for  same  with  J.  W.  M.  Worledge.  The  work 
was  acceptably  performed. 

We  employed  W.  S.  Harris  to'draw  two  plans  of  Cemetery  on  the 
Hill  and  one  plan  of  Cemetery  on  the  Plain.  One  plan  of  each 
cemetery  will  be  in  care  of  the  Sexton  and  the  others  in  care  of 
Cemetery  Committee.  J.  W.  Dinsmore  has  kindly  offered 
three  dozens  of  Maple  trees  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
beauty  of  our  cemeteries.  It  was  expected  that  several  burial 
lots  would  haye  been  put  in  perpetual  care.  The  rules  adopted 
by  the  town  at  the  last  annual  meeting  were  not  satisfactory  to  the 
persons  desirjng  to  place  trusts  for  that  purpose.  We  hope  the 
cemeteries  will  receive  a  personal  interest  from  the  residents  of  our 
town,  and  that  by  words  and  acts  the  citizens  will  endeavor  to  assist  in 
carrying  forward  all  needed  improvements.

Third  Annual  Report 

OF  THE 

ANTIQUAR1UM  COMMITTEE. 


During  the  year  a  number  of  valuable  donations  have  been 
made  to  the  Antiquarian  collection  at  the  Library.  Mrs. 
Horace  Berry  gave  a  doll  about  50  years  old,  Mrs.  W.  D. 
Cochran  a  platter  over  100  years  old,  J.  P.  Crowell  a  framed 
picture  from  a  handsome  wall-paper  that  was  put  on  a  room 
of  his  house  in  1826  and  remained  more  than  50  years,  Mrs. 
Aaron  Blanchard  of  Lowell  gave  a  warming-pan  bought  by 
her  parents,  Joseph  and  Mary  Cottle  of  this  town,  in  1819. 

Albert  A.  Morrison  donated  the  old  Morison  family  Bible, 
printed  in  Belfast,  Ireland,  in  1725,  owned  by  Charter  James 
Morison  of  Londonderry  and  by  four  generations  of  his  de- 
seendents  in  this  town.  Mr.  Morrison  also  gave  the  quern 
or  stone  hand-mill  which  had  been  on  his  farm  from  time  im- 
memorial, and  which  was  made  and  used  by  the  early  settlers 
to  grind  their  corn,  before  grist-mills  had  been  established 
within  convenient  distance.  This  we  have  place  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  library  building. 

After  Mr.  Morrison's  death  we  received  from  the  estate  a 
large  photograph  of  the  Windham  Glee  Club  and  a  beautiful 
sepia  painting  executed  by  the  late  Charles  H.  Dinsmoor, 
representing  the  old  Morison  homestead  probably  the  oldest 
house  in  town.  These  pictures  adorn  the  reading  room.  We 
also  received  from  the  Morrison  estate  an  ancient  wine-glass, 
some  old  books,  and  numerous  interesting  manuscripts, 
among  which  are  autograph  letters  of  the  first  three  ministers 
of  the  ttfwn,  Rev.  Messrs.  Johnston,  Kinhead  and  .Williams, 
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and  documents  relating  to  affairs  in  the  town  in  Revolution- 
ary times  and  before. 

We  would  like  to  begin  a  collection  of  photographic  views 
of  old  homesteads  and  other  interesting  scenes  in  Windham. 
If  those  who  can,  will  contribute  unmounted  photographs  of 
this  kind,  we  will  provide  a  suitable  album  and  mount  them 
therein.  Summer  visitors  often  bring  cameras,  and  might  be 
glad  to  assist  in  this  enterprise  if  asked. 

We  extend  thanks  to  all  who  have  made  donations,  solicit 
a  continuance  of  such  favors  and  hope  that  some  day  a  build- 
ing or  room  may  in  some  way  be  provided  for  the  reception 
of  antique  articles  and  curios.

For  the  Year  Ending  February  15,  1902. 


It  seems  fitting  that  we  should  pay  a  tribute  of  respect  to  the 
memory  of  our  benefactor,  Geo.  W.  Armstrong,  Esq.  who 
during  last  summer  passed  away  to  the  spirit  land,  "  leaving 
a  blessing  behind,"  in  the  form  of  our  Memorial  building 
which  will  ever  be  associated  with  his  name,  the  kindness  of 
his  heart,  and  the  warm  interest  he  took  in  the  intellectual  life 
of  this  town.  The  gift  of  the  Memorial  Building  to  house  our 
Public  Library  was  only  the  beginning  and  not  the  ending  of 
his  interest.  To  add  to  its  furnishing  from  time  to  time — and 
interest  others  to  do  the  same — was  his  delight.  The  last 
communication  we  had  from  him — dated  May  18,  1901 — in- 
formed us  that  he.  had  that  day  sent  us  "four  pictures,  scenes 
in  Rome,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Leonora  P.  Nesmith  of  New  York 
Citv."  The  pictures  are  now  hanging  in  the  Memorial  room. 
In  the  death  of  Mr.  Armstrong,  Windham  has  lost  a  warm 
friend.  Let  us  gratefully  cherish  his  memory.  May  his  tribe 
increase.  We  again  thank  Mrs.  Nesmith  for  the  pictures  re- 
ferred to  above.  The  thanks  of  the  Trustees  are  also  extended 
to  those  who  have  given  books,  magazines,  and  papers. 

We  are  glad  to  note  an  increased  interest  in  the  library. 
Here  is  an  interesting  fact— whole  number  of  books  taken  out 
during  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1901-1890  ;  whole  number 
taken  out  for  the  year  just  ended— 2032.  We  should  be  glad 
to  see  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  use  made  of  the  Read- 
ing room  which  is  more  richly  furnished  now  than  ever  before  ; 
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one  family  alone  contributes  this  year  five  monthly  magazines. 
Of  course,  everybody  knows— or  ought  to  know — that  the 
reading  room  is  not  a  loafing  room,  a  gossiping  room  or  a 
play  room  for  children,  but  a  Reading  Room;  as  such  let  it 
be  used  liberally  by  as  many  as  possible.  The  Trustees  bear 
testimony  to  the  faithful  and  efficient  service  rendered  by  the 
Librarian.
